It also furnishes a strong reason for not 
1 ainendmeui so as to give 
power contended for, be- 
cause, a* the power i* clearly not given aa 
to the half million of negroes free at that 
time, and upon every principle of justice 
and policy they were equally entitled, 
with the" emancipated slaves, to tb« 
privileges aud immunities of the amend- 
ment, it would be irrational to suppose 
an intention to confer eueh power upon 
Congress for the benefit ofthe emancipated 



and that the most thorough scavenging, 
cleansing and disinfection are absolutely 
necessary means of averting this pesti- 
lence iu the cities and populous towns of 
our country at the present time.

fluids by means 01 active chemical agents. 
Also, that with the same object in view, 
the strictest cleanliness of person and 
premises should I- enforced upon all who 
have charge of the sick. Also, that all 
privies, water-closets and cess-pools 
should be kept thoroughouly under the 
control of disinfectants. 

Hesolvrd, That we regard the nature ami 
causes ot cholera infection, so far aa the 
sick or their discharges can propagate it, 
a* being so susceptible of control, that 
there should be no fear or hesitancy in the 
personal care of the sick and all that 
tains to them. 

lte.wli ed, That immediate aud thorough 
cleansing and disinfection of all persons, 
clothing and things that have been ex- 
posed to the discharge* or persons ol the 
sick with holers, constitutes the chief 
end and object of any rational quarantine 
or external sanitary police regulations 
against cholera. 

Resolved, That, Jor the purposes here 
mentioned, an external sanitary police is 
desirable in all great maritime and river 
towns, but that such sanitary regulations 
need not seriously embarrass coiniuercl.il 
intercourse aud the interests of tra.ie. 

Resolved, That the main source of pro- 
tection against epidemic cholera, at the 
present time, is to be found in the vigilant 
and effective operation of sanitary meas- 
urea, municipal, domestic snd personal. 

Resolved, That the New York Academv

.l.i \ oi its session a successor of tin* retir- 
ing Sena!. >r ; the voting shall lie viva voce, 
and the name of the person receivings 
majority of the votes cast in each House, 
ahall lie entered upon the journals ot each 
House, anil a joint meeting of the two 
House* shall be convened at L o t-tick the 
following day and if the sauie persou is 
found to have received a majority he 
shall be declared elected, but if the same 
person shall not have received a majority 
of the votes of both Houses, or if either 
House shall have failed to take proceed - 
ings as required, the joint assembly -I u'l 
proceed to choose viva voce, and the person 
receiving a majority of votes, all the 
member* being present and Toting, shall 
be .leclared duly elected. 

Second. That where a vacancy sl.nl.
